There is no difference between an 18- 


inch and a 4-foot ledge within the walls 
of the Comstock lode. Both are worthless 
to those who hold the stock in the mines 
in which the ledgers located. To be more 
explicit, any seam of quartz assaying high 
in gold ani silver found within the walls of 
the Comatook ledge has a speculative value, 
and it is immaterial whether it be one foot 
or five feet wide. It must be wide to have 
positive value. 


Ore in the Comstock ledge is found in 


kidneys, chimneys and bonanzas. The big 
bonanza was first struck on the 1200 level 
of Con. Virginia, and the crosscut that 
tapped it went through to the porphj ry on 
the other side in the distance of ten feet, 
and its thickest part—probably on the 1600 
level—was over 300 feet. If the crosscut 
of discovery had been, say 40 feet higher, 
it would have ont a vein of era not a vrhit 
thicker than is now shown in Potosi, 


Ore on the Oomstoek is where yon find 


it, and if any ore is found in any part of 
the lode it is very likely to prove extensive. 
That has been the experience of every man 
who has worked upon the lode. 


In Love frith English Railroads. 


An American actor who is traveling 


through England writes: "Let me assure 
you that I am as patriotic as when I sail' 
ed out of New York, but really I must 
take off my hat to the superb railroad 
system of carrying theatrical troupes in 
England. We have been on a tour two 
or three months and we have always bad 
two elegant carriages or cars entirely to 
ourselves. These are not compartments 
like the ordinary English carriage, 
but saloon carriages, with another for 
Siur star and her maid. The roads make 
up these special trams on Sunday for 
theatrical people only. For instance, our 
troupe desires to go from Birmingham 
to Manchester; another troupe is booked 
from Birmingham to Derby, and still 
another from Derby to Liverpool. The 
railroad makes up its special, takes the 
two companies from Birmingham, drops 
one at Derby, takes up the other there, 
and carries the last to Liverpool, It is 
economical and it is comfortable. This 
is going on all over the Kingdom on 
Sunday, and the Midland carries an im- 
mense number of traveling players."—

Crowded Streets. 


Some statistics recently published by 


the city of Berlin show that London 
streets are, on the whole, the most 
crowded of any city in Europe. In 1878 
it was ascertained that 43,014 people 
passed every 16 hours along the Leip- 
ziger strasse in Berlin, and in 1883, 
86,000 people crossed the Jannowiti 
bridge every 18 hours. The most crowd- 
ed bridge in Berlin is the Oramin, over 
which 80,000 people pass every 18 hours. 
In 1884, 58,743 passed along theMuntz 
strasse every 16 hours, and 47,606 along 
the Getraudten strasse. In London it is 
estimated 110,525 pedestrians pass over 
London bridge daily; over Blackfriars, 
79,198; Westminster, 44,460; Waterloo, 
82,815. The most crowded thoroughfare 
ia Europe is the Pont Neuf, Paris,— 
Montreal Star.
